DECISION ON APPLICATION 
FOR 

PATENT TERM ADJUSTMENT 



This is a decision on the "APPLICATION FOR PATENT TERM 
ADJUSTMENT UNDER 37 C.F.R. § 1.705(b)," filed March 11, 2005. 
Applicants request that the patent term adjustment at the time 
of the mailing of the Notice of Allowance be corrected from four 
hundred fifty-three (453) days to four hundred ninety-five (495) 
days. 

The application for patent term adjustment is GRANTED . 

The Office has updated the PAIR screen to reflect that the 
correct Patent Term Adjustment (PTA) determination at the time 
of the mailing of the Notice of Allowance is FOUR HUNDRED 
NINETY-FIVE (495) days. A copy of the updated PAIR screen, 
showing the correct determination, is enclosed. 

On January 14, 2005, the Office mailed the Determination of 
Patent Term Adjustment under 35 U.S.C. 154(b) in the above- 
identified application. The Notice stated that the patent term 
adjustment (PTA) to date is 453 days.

In view thereof, the correct determination of patent term 
adjustment at the time of the mailing of the notice of allowance 
is FOUR HUNDRED NINETY-FIVE (495) days.
